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construction camp in the jungle and Robert Lane (Ian Keith) 
and Rodney Spencer and Susan Lenox almost form a triangle and 
Susan Lenox says to Rodney Spencer: "I thought that we might 
try again. We've got to forgive each other and try again. « » 
This hurt which we have inflicted on each other has become a 
bond" and Garbo and Gable are reconciled and the film ends 
with Susan Lenox saying to Rodney Spencer: "TII make you 
believe in me." And Susan Lenox has escaped from Ohlin and 
from Mondstrum and from Rodney Spencer and from Burlington and 
from Mike Kelly and Robert Lane and she has passed through a 
succession of heterogeneous spaces and she remains the white 
lily that has grown in a savage wilderness and has never been 
seen by man and she is innocent and wild and beautiful and 
Garbo is always in two places at the same time and elle ouvre 
la porte et elle se voit ouvrir la porte. And "Love Walked 
Right In" is now playing and there are more people coming in 
and many of them are carrying cups of Brown Gold and Conquest 
is Garbo's twenty-fifth film and the only one she made with 
Charles Boyer and a printed text appears on the screen an- 
nouncing that "This is a story of an historic love. . . 
January 1807, Eastern Poland." And more barbarians and Garbo 
is always juxtaposed with barbarians and these are cossacks 
and they have just ridden into the elegant chateau of the 
Count Walewska and their horses are now being fed and the hay 
is put on the grand piano and the furniture is broken and the 
Countess Walewska assures the Count that "It didn't happen. 

It was a nightmare." Garbo worships Napoleon ("It seems so 
strange to live in the same world and not to see him.") and 
she has Stephan drive her to where Napoleon will change horses 
and she sees him and Napoleon sees her and asks: "Are you real 
or are you born of a snow drift?" The Count Walewska was the 
Chamberlain to the last king of Poland and the aristocracy are 


now dancing and Napoleon is so enamored of the Countess Walewska 


that he violates the form of the dance and the aristocracy
